lard says in part: 


“ I know positively that Frank G. B igelow was the friend of doz­ 
ens of young men to whom they owe their success. 
A 
Jewish 
friend said to me tw o years ago: ‘N o young man of push and hon­ 
esty need lack funds in this city. A ll he need do is to go to Frank 
B igelow and he will start him.* 
“ His personal charities 
were large and constant, and we can­ 
not allow a riot of words when his fate is in the balance. Give him 
the benefit of fair play, remem bering the temptations alw ays before 
him. Speculation is the ruling passion of the Am erican and 
must 
be watched and guarded against.” 
T w o things are suggested by Mr. P ollard’s statement, neither of which

T h e other is that the charities which Mr. Pollard 


places to Mr. B igelow ’s credit m ay have been at the expense of the 
same 


confiding people at w hose cost Mr. B igelow operated his disastrous stock 


deals. T o the dishonest man there might be nothing w ron g in giving freely 


of other people’s money. In fact ’twere better that it had all gone this way. 


In contrast with Mr. Pollard’s defense of the “ busted” banker, is the 


view of an editor who wants men like Mr. B igelow hung. T h at individual 


thinks that a few hangings of this sort would put a stop to the hazardous 


handling of trust funds by financiers of the “ franzied” sort. This is dras­ 


tic, but not entirely illogical.
